- Mahon assured the Director that he would be of every possible assistance 
on this matter and that it would not be necessary for the Director to 
discuss the matter further with him. The Director told Mr. Mahon he 
would send a letter and statement to him expressing our position, 


3, The DCI and I called upon Cong, Taber in connection with the 
CIA appropriations language and left a copy of the DCI's letter and 
statement to Cong. Mahon, In my opinion Cong. Taber appeared well 
disposed towards our desire to accept the Senate language, As we were 
leaving, Mr. Sam Neel and Mr. Clive DuVal, General Counsel of USIA, 
_both of whom oppose our location at the Langley site, called upon Mr. 
Taber. 


4. The DCI and I called upon Mr. Wigglesworth and talked with 
him briefly concerning our desire for the House to adopt the Senate 
language. Ido not think that Mr. Wigglesworth fully grasped the problem, 
and I cannot predict his position, although he may be strongly guided by 
Mr. Taber, 


5. Sen. Beall (R,, Md.) called the DCI to urge consideration of a 
Maryland site for the CIA headquarters installation, The DCI explained 
' the reasons why a Maryland site did not appear possible at this time, but 
assured the Senator that if for any reason the question of a site was re- 
' opened Maryland would again be considered. 
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
